HAVANA, April 12.—At a private session 
tonight the convention by a vote of 18 to 10 
adopted a motion expressing the opinion that 
the convention is opposed to the Platt amend- 
ment On account of the terms in which some 
of ite clauses are drawn, and the contents 
of others, ä the third, sixth, and 
seventh. 

The Clauses referred to which are partic- 
Mary objectionable are as follows: 

i That the government of Cuba con- 
gents that the United States may exercise 
the fight to intervene for the Preservation of 
Cuban independence, the maintenance of a 
government adequate for the protection of 
property, and individual liberty, and for 
Gischarging the obligations with respect to 
Cuba imposed by the treaty of Paris on the 
United States, now to be assumed and un- 
Gertaken by the government of Cuba. 

“¢ That the Isle of Pines shall be omitted 
from the proposed constitutional boundaries

It is considered that the convention's action 
is a half-hearted way of rejecting the Platt 
amendment; and that it was largely due to the 
animosity of some of the delegates against 


him that he was wrong in his forecast that 
the convention would adopt the amendment. 


Board of Trade Interested.

The man was apparently 40 years of age. 
He had light brown hair, a 
was about 5 feet 9 inches tall, and weighed 
about 170 pounds. He seemed a well-to-do 
business or professional man. The cloth- 
ing, which was of good material. consisted 
ot a dark coat and vest and light trousers. 


No Olew in Handwriting. 

Jacobson, if that was his name, entered the 
Sherman House at noon 
told Clerk Dennehy he wanted a dollar room 
to take a nap. He was assigned room 533, 
and registered as from this city. The sig- 
nature suggested that the man either was 
under the influence of liquor, or was dis- 
guising his handwriting. Clerk Dennehy says 
the man was sober. There was nothing in 
his manner to attract attention, and he 
talked and laughed with Clerk Dennehy for 
a minute or two, and then walked away, 
dut did not go to his room for some time. 

Suicide of Bert Cassidy. 

Cassidy shot himself shortly after noon 
while in the local room of the Daily News 
office. A half dozen of his coworkers were 
near by, several being within a few feet of 
Cassidy when the shot was fired. The | 
wounded man was made as comfortable as 
possible until physicians arrived, when he 
was taken to St. Luke’ s Hospital, where he 
died at 5 o'clock. 

Cassidy had been despondent for several 
months because of domestic troubles. On 
Thursday afternoon his attorney filed a suit 
tor divorce. Mrs. Cassidy, it is said, con- 
templated going to Cincinnati to visit a

Social Riots in Holy Week. 

The sections of New York which the minis- 
ters at this conference represented were 
Fifth and Madison avenues and the west side 
along Amsterdam and West End avenues. 
After the conference one minister said: 

„Holy week and Easter vacation have 
furnished periods of social riots. What I 
say is based on my own observations since 
coming to New York. The two points 
brought out at the conference are indicated 
in the following: One clergyman told how his 
wife had received during holy week a note 
from a lady in the congregation, asking her 
not to fall to be at a certain prominent Fifth 
avenue social resort, for the game would 
begin promptly at an hour indicated next 
da 
brn in the congregation and gave liberally 
on Easter day. It developed that the letter 
was intended for some one else and was sent 
to the clergyman’s wife by mistake.” 


Winnings Go on Collection Plate. 
Then the minister went on to tell of the 
occasion of the gambling during Lent; how 
winnings were put on the collection pate at 
church, and how hostesses fleeced their 
guests, many of them college youths. He 
sald: 
“It is my . opinion that a great 
deal of the money put on the plates in such 
liberal amounts on Easter Sunday came easy 
at the gaming-table, or, if it did not, these 
ane gifts were made in many instances as 
balms to supposed guilty consciences. 


Loses Vacation Money to Hostess. 
The following are some of the incidents 
which were related at the conference: 


A Central Park (west) mother, having a 


son in an Eastern college, asked him to bring 
his college chum home to spend Easter. The 
chums father, resident in Philadelphia, sent 
him $150 to defray the cost of his New York

New York, April 12 {epecial. I-A life-sized 
portrait of President William R. Harper of 
the University of Chicago was transmitted 
by wire from the engineering building of 
Columbia University tonight to the Quad- 
rangle club in Chicago, and at the same time 
a similar picture of Beth Low was flashed 
from Chicago to this city. The experiment 
was one of the features of the program at 
the conversazione of the American Institute 


versity this evening. 

The pictures were sent by an entirely new 
system, which was explained at length by 
H. R. Palmer. By the system halftone 
pictures, sketches, handwriting, and the like 
can be transmitted over long distances, em- 
ploying ordinary telegraph circuits. 


: Enables Deaf to Hear. 

There were many other interesting experi- 
ments. In the engineering building R. M. 
Hutchison exhibited two ‘new instruments, 
which are promised to work wonders. They 
are known as the akouphone and akoulalion, 
and are intended to make the deaf hear. W. 
H. Van Tassel of the New York Institute for 
the Deaf and Dumb brought éight of the 
deafest boys in the institution for experi- 
mental purposes. One lad was born deaf, 
dumb, and blind. He was led to the appa- 
ratus and the ear pieces fixed over his head. 

The operator spoke into the akouphone, 


which is described as a microtelephonic in- 


strument, so constructed as to reproduce and 
largely intensify sounds and still preserve 
their quality. When the word hello was 
repeated many times he made an effort to re- 
peat the sound, with only partial success. 
A phonograph was attached to thé receiver 
and band music wasplayed. The boy spelled 
“music ’* with his fingers to his preceptor. © 
be", Tesla Shows Wonders. 
Altogether thirty-two new inventions em- 
pioying electricity were being exhibited and 
operated there. Nicola Tesla was ioe man 
most sought after. | 
Tesla explained that he was going to use an 
electric oscillator to produce wave vibrations, 
which were to be discharged in various parts 
of the room by means of a large transmitting 
cable. Thirty thousand volts were employed. 


| Beautiful leaping sparks were thrown from 
the positive and negative ‘current poles, and 
the brilliancy of the electric light employed 4 
was made to decrease and diminish by Tesla's | 


rubbing his hand along an tnnocent looking 
table in a mysterious fashion. 

Tesla's last experiment was the most daz- 
zling. A huge flat coil ten feet high was con- 
structed in the front of the room and the cur- 
rent turned on in full force. Sparks leaped 
elx feet in all directions from the end of the 


insulation began to burn. The audience feit 
uncomfortable, and Tesla smothered the 
flames, remarking 905 “It’s just nothing.” 72

The picture of President Harper was duly 
received and applauded. The picture was 


blurred, owing to interference of the cur- | 
rent, but was recognizable. 


The machinery for. the experiment. con- 
sisted of. two machines resembling phono-. 
graphs. On the cylinder of the New York 
3 was placed a half tone cut of Dr. 
Harper, while a sheet of specially prepared 
paper was wrapped around the correspond- 
ing cylinder of the machine at the Quad- 
rangle club. The two cylinders were made 
to revolve at exactly the same rate of speed. 
A needle passing over the cut in New York, 
by alternately connecting and breaking an 
electric current, controled another point on 
the Chicago instrument, which traced in ink 
upon the paper the precise lines of the cut.

New Volume in the Great Commanders 
Series, Edited by General James Grant 
WuUson. D. Appleton & Co. 

_& the supervising editor of the series 
known as “ Great Commanders,“ Gen.

But in the case of 4 distinguished 
military man like Grant, Sherman, or Meade 
it is a fair question whether it were safe to 
take a mere civilian or one who has had no 
experience himself as a General or an officer

In battle of Antie- 
tam,, beginning the next day, Meade, on 
the wounding of Hooker, came into the com-. 
mand of the corps by order of McClellan. 
He found the corps considerably disorgan- | 
ized and exhausted after some five hours’. 
hard fighting, and, as other troops were 
coming on the fie d, he withdrew and read- 
justed his lines, and held during the re- 
mainder of the battle an important point on 
the right, doing especially 400 service by 
means of his artillery. 

The author enters into a tun account of 
this battle, showing, as all through the book, 
a disposition to deal with the operations of 
the army in general, and not confining him- 
self to the mere setting forth of General 
Meade’s part in the various campaigns and 
battles. Had he been a distinguished gen- 


eral officer, as in the case of some of the 


writers in the series, this would have seemed 
natural and justifiable. But this bent for 
criticism is sometimes indulged to an extent 
unwarrantable under the circumstances, and 
especially is this so in his treatment of other 
prominent officers; This is evident as to the 


battle of Gettysburg. As an example of 


what seems a positive fault, showing a lack 
of the historic spirit and the candor and im- 
partiality which should. characterize every 
writer of history the first 1 naht at 
Gettysburg may be selected. 

No one will deny to Meade the full glory 
which comes to him from having had su- 
preme command in the greatest, and, looking 
to its momentous results, the most success- 
ful battle of the war. But it was not neces- 
sary to detract from the glory of any other 
officer in giving him what is justly his due. 

In his discussion of the first day's battle 
the author shows ignorance of the facts, and 
a bias which could enly have come from al- 
lowing certain partisan and prejudiced re- 
to have too much weight or from 
having read but one side in certain wel- 
known controversies. He speaks ot the 
essential weakness of the union position in 
front of Gettysburg that first day as if it 
were deliberately chosen. He misconcetves 
the purpose and scope of the first day’s bat- 


tle. He plainly implies that both Doubleday 
and Howard should quickly have withdrawn 


from Seminary Ridge when they saw that 
a superior force of the enemy was approach- 
ing; that Howard should not have sent 
Schurz to the support of the First Corps, nor 
requested the cavalry to make as strong a 
demonstration as practicable on each wing. 
He commends Howard for sending for 
Slocum and Sickles, but strangely’ forgets 
that the First Corps Was already hotly en- 
gaged, and that it could not have been safely 
withdrawn without support. But what is of | 
far greater importance than this, this mili- 
tary critic forgets the enemy m be held 
in check until the arrival of the two re- 


inforcing corps, at least, or else the superb | 


military position selected by Howard could 
not be permanently retained. Howard had 
a right to expect that Sickles would cover

The author utterly misconceivés the mean- 
ing of the first day’s battle. It effected the 
object intended. It held the enemy in check 
and gave the impression that there were 
present more troops than there really were. 
The persistency and stubborn fighting were 
necessary in order to hold Cemetery Ridge 
as the grand battlefield for the whole army. 
With this constantly in view, officer after 

officer was sent both to Sickles and Slocum. 
Sickles states that he was obstructed by 
trains, Slocum, when the third officer 
reached him, said he would n take the 
position assigned him on Rock k, he be- 
ing then within two miles of that point, but 
he declined to come up upon Cemetery Ridge 
in advance of his column. as requested, say- 
ing, with an oath, that he would not go up 
there and take the responsibility of the bat- 
tle.

George Quayle Cannon ranked after Joseph 
Smith and Brigham’ Young among the men 
famous as the bullders of the Mormon 
Church. Born of poor parents on the Isle 
of Man, he rose to be the dominant power in 
the Mormon Church, a member of Congress, 
a millionaire, and a mining and railroad mag- 
nate. At his death he was first counselor of 
the Mormon Church and next in line for the 
Presideycey. | 
George Q. Cannon was born on the Isle of 
Man Jan. 11, 1827. When he was 12 years 
old his parents were converted to the Mor- 
mon faith, and they came to the United 
States, settling at Nauvoo, III. In 1847 he 
crossed the plains with the other Mormons 
and took up his abode in Salt Lake City. 
With the death of Brigham Young Can- 
non's star rose. He was made one of the ex- 
écutors of the Brigham Young estate. In 
1886 prosecutions for polygamy were be- 
ing carried on with vigor, and the principal 
church leaders were in hiding. Cannon 
was then second in auhority in the Mormon 
church, and his arrest was desired as an ob-. 
ject lesson. A reward of $500 was offered 
for his capture. He was caught on Feb. 13, 
1886, at Winnemucca, Nevada. He escaped, 
was recaptured, and admitted to $25,000 
bail, which he jumped. Two years later he 
surrendered, pleaded guilty, and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $250 and to spend 100 
days in the penitentiary. The sentence was 
Mr. Canno's surviving wives are Clara V..

While there is no offleial information avail- 
able, the opinion prevailed among the Cab- 
inet officers that the pro-Boer agitation in 
this country, and the holding up at New Or- 
leans of a cargo of mules intended for the 
British troops in south Africa were respon- 
‘sible for the determination of Great Britain 
to use only home-grown meat in feeding its 
troops now in the field. 
This brought up the question as to whether 
an individual had the right to invoke the 
‘laws of the land in preventing the shipment 
of goods which might be considered a vio- 


lation of the neutrality laws, or whether that 


right rested with the government alone. 
After a discussion Attorney General Knox 
was requested to make an investigation and 
report his conclusions at a future Cabinet 
‘meeting. In pursuance of this determina- 
tion the Attorney General will look into the 
legal proceedings at New Orleans, where a 
Boer succeeded in holding up the shipment 
of AN purchased by the British govern- 
men | 

The members of the Cabinet are of the 
opinion that the process at New Orleans 1s 
irregular, and that no individual has a right 
to interfgre in a legal question where the 
neutrality of the United States is involved. 
They contend_that an action of this kind 
can only be ught in the name. of the 
United States, as it is a question affecting 
nations and not individuals: They hold if a 
nation believes tts neutrality laws are being 
violated it is the party to take action, and 
not an individual, as in the case at New Or- 


leans. 
| | Loss to American Trade. : 

In addition to the international phase of 
the question the members of the Cabinet de- 
‘voted some attention to the loss of a market 
for American meats. There has been a dis- 
position in some circles to minimize the im- 
portance of the action of the British govern- 
ment by saying the proportion of meat used 
by the army is quite small. Figures dealing 
with the subject, however, show that the 
loss is a serious one and amounts to almost 
4 million pounds a month. This is only 2 per 
cent of the total exports ef meats from the 


United States to Great Britain. 


Chicago packers received word yesterday 
from their London agents confirming the re- 
ported action of the British government in 
excluding all but British beef from army 
contracts. There still remains some doubt 
as to the scope of the new ruling, only the 
bare confirmation being received here. 
Local packers take the view that the Eng- 
lish people will consume a certain amount of 
fresh beef, and if the American product is 
barred from the British army and the native 
beef used, those people outside of the army 
will consume an equal amount of American 
‘peef in place of their accustomed native 
‘product. | 


Texas Companies Plan a Combine 
Which Will Offer Competition to 
the Old Monopoly. 3 | 


Austin, Tex., April 12.—[Special. }—Thomas 
‘ete. a Beaumont oll man, was here today 
and reports that the movement to amalga- 
mate many of the independent oll companies 
operating in the Bagumont field into a com- 
bine with a capital stock of from $75,000,000 
to $125,000,000 for the purpose of competing 
with the Standard Of) company in the pro- 
duction and marketing of fuel oll has as- 
sumed tangible shape. If the combine is 
formed it is proposed to build a complete 
system of pipe lines, several large refineries, 
tank cars, and tank steamers, in order that 
the product may be transported quickly to 
the markets of the world. | 

There was another deluge of oll company 
charters in the Secretary of State’s office 
here today: The total number of oil com- 
pany charters filed today was seventeen and 
their aggregate capital stock is $8,728,000. 
This makes a total of eighty-nine companies 
organized for the Beaumont field with a 
capitalization in excess of $20,000,000. 

The largest of the companies is the Na- 
tional Oil and Pipe Lines company, with 
principal office at Beaumont, and having a 
capital stock of $5,000,000. This is the largest 
domestic corporation charter ever filed in 
Texas. The purpose of the company is to de- 
velop ofl lands and market the product. It 
will construct and operate a system of oil 
tanks, pipe lines, and refineries in the new 
field. It owns and has leases on 150,000 
acres of oil lands. It also owns a big gusher 
in the Beaumont field. The tncorporators

‘Aside from the fear that a uced cur- 
rent may contaminate Chicago’s water sup- 
ply through the sewage carried into the river 
not being sufficiently diluted, it is expected 
that the change will have some effect on the 
litigation now pending with the City of St. 
Louis, as the residents along the channel are 
opposed to a flow of less than 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute. 

As a result of this order members of the 
Drainage board insist that immediate widen- 
ing of the Chicago River is the only relief pos- 
sible. Trouble over this problem with the 
Citizens’ Expert commission is imminent. 
It is alleged that the expert commission has 
been slow and rather unsatisfactory. Open 
hostilities are expected when the bills of the 
commission are presented to the beard for 
passage. It is held that that body should 
have completed its work by March 1, and 
that its working force should not be paid for 
the intervening time.

City officials will oppose the of 
the Bowles bill now before the Legislature 
seeking to give the Drainage Trustees an 
extra tax to improve the river and to invest 
them with full control of the city bridges on 
the section of the river used in the drainage 
system.

*~ Calls Order a Sanitary Crime. 

St. Louts, Mo., April 12.—fSpecial.}—City 
Chemist Teichmann says the action of the 
Secretary of War in ordering the flow in the 
Chicago River reduced to 200,000 cubic feet 
a minute is a sanitary crime. Continuing, 
Mr. Teichmann says: 

If the United States government will not 
protect St. Louis we shall have to expend 
$1,000,000 in building a tunnel to being our 
city water by gravity flow from the Mis- 
sissipp! River to the waterworks. In the 
summer months when the river is at a nor- 
mal low stage the reduction-of the flow of 
lake water through the canal will amount to 
a crime committed against the communities 
that have to drink that water—Alton and 
St. Louis. Because of the large percentage 
of bacteria in the canal the public health of 
the City of St. Louis already has suffered 
greatly, the increase of typhoid fever alone 
being three times the normal average of the 
five years prior to the opening of the canal. 
With the decreased flow the increase néeces- 
sarily must be much larger.“

President Seth Low of Columbia Univer- 
sity has set forth “ the conditions, and the 
only conditions, on which any branch of 
sport may be continued at Columbia.“ In a 
letter read before a student mass-meeting 
he says that the university authorities have 
been annoyed ropeatedly by receiving un- 
paid bills incurred by various athletic man- 
agers. The institution, of course, is not re- 
sponsible for these debts, but such a state 
of affairs cannot fail to injure the univer, 
sity as well as its athletic sports, and Presi- 


dent Low has determined that this sort of 
thing must be stopped “absolutely and 


He has. outlined a definite and business- 
like financial system under which the col- 
lege sports are hereafter to be conducted. 
He has appointed the Secretary of the uni- 
versity to be a controller of sports, who 
shall have supervision over all athleties. 
Every branch of sport nrust be in the hands 
of a distinct association of students, and 
each must submit its annual budget to the 
controller, That officer has absolute power 


to modify the budget in any way he thinks 


best. He is also authorized to designate 
the amount of money which shall be raised 


in advance as a guarantee fund by each as- 


sociation, and no financial responsibility 


shall be incurred and no dates fixed for 
games until the required sum has been de- 


posited in bank. The controller must sign 
all vouchers, and the treasurer of each or-

ENGLISH BEEF FREFERRED. 
The resolve of the British War office to 
give the preference to home-grown beef for 
six months will not alarm the . Chicago 
packers if the War office stops there.

The War department, exercising its un-
